APPRECIATE PURTHER CLARIPICATION OP US PROPOSAL AND SAW

HAD TOLD PFEFFER THAT SCHEEL'S COMMENTS IN DEC 10 
RESTRICTED MINISTERIAL SESSION STILL STOOD. NAMELY, 

FRG COULD SUPPORT MEETINGS OF ALLIED POL DIRECTORS 
BEFORE AND AFTER NATO MINISTERIAL SESSIONS
